Denver Coxivention Asks Con- 
gress to Give Majority 
Right to Choose

The annual cony of the 
American Federation of Labor in 
Denver, Colorado, took an impor- 
tant step to secure the right of the 
majority of employes in any craft 
covered by the national labor re- 
lations act to choose their repre- 
sentatives for collective bargaining. 
Latitude Given Board Condemned 

In establishing the functions of 
the national labor relations board 
the act declares: 

“The board shall decide in each 
case whether in order to insure to 
employes the full benefit of their 
right to self organization and to 
collective bargaining, and otherwise 
to effectuate the policies of this 
act, the unit appropriate for the 
purposes of collective bargaining 
shall be the employer unit, craft 
unit, plant unit, or subdivision 
thereof.”

The October, 1937, issue of the 
California Labor Market bulletin, 
released today by Edward L. Nolan, 
State labor commissioner, shows 
gains in employment, payrolls, and 
average weekly earnings in Sep- 
tember, 1937, as compared with 
September, 1936. Statistics based 
upon reports received from 1,561 
manufacturing es- 
etblishments throughout the state 
show for September, 1937, as com- 
pared with the same month a year 
ago, increases of 5.5 per cent in 
employment, 14.9 per cent in pay- 
rolls, and 9 per cent in average 
weekly earnings.
